Why  Mol  A»L  Them? 

Reeve  Thomas'  pronouncement  that  the 
civic  electors  of  Esquimalt  will  not  be  asked 
to  vote  on  the  principle  of  amalgamation  in 
December  because  "it  is  too  deep  a subject, 
and  ' until  the  will  of  the  people  is  know'n 
we  cannot  discusa  it  intelligently.  ’ may  be 
too  deep  for  the  electors  to  fathom  Cer- 
tainly, it  beats  us,  How  is  the  will  of  the 
people  to  become  known  if  they  are  not 
asked? 

Reeve  Thomas  had  an  answer  tor  that,  but 
it.  too.  was  out  of  our  depth.  Il  was  that 
the  electori  should  write  letters  to  the  editors 
of  newspapers,  pass  resolutions,  and  form 
discussion  groups  to  pass  other  resolutions 
to  the  end.  of  course,  that  their  will  on  the 
principle  of  amalgamation  might  in  due 
course  become  known  to  the  Reeve  and  Coun- 
cillors of  Esquimalt  Say  in  five  years  time, 
if  that. 

One  would  have  thought,  naturally,  that 
if  the  Council  really  wished  to  ascertain  the 
will  of  the  voters  of  Esquimalt  on  the  prin- 
ciple of  amalgamation  that  the  simplest  way 
would  be  to  ask  them  point  blank  at  the  next 
election.  A referendum  could  be  put  then, 
at  the  same  time  that  the  Council,  Police 
Commission  and  other  issues  come  up  for 
review.  The  cost  of  such  a referendum  would 
be  fragmentary,  and  the  result  immediate.

Closer  to  the 
public  than  the  metropolitan  press  can  al- 
ways be.  ihe  Weeklies  are  an  honest  reflec- 
tion of  life  in  rural  and  suburban  parts  of 
the  country  One  can  tell  the  state  of  this 
nation  at  a glance  by  reading  the  weekly 
press  across  Canada.  Beyond  the  home  issues, 
there  is  always  common  ground  that  is  shared 
by  the  nation  as  a whole. 

It  is  a wise,  wne  and  balanced  performance 
in  the  main.  Naturally  Weeklies  in  the 
larger  centres  have  more  space  and  more  serv- 
ices than  those  in  small  and  remote  places, 
but  the  ideal  of  service  persists  uniformly  in 
both.

Writing  in  'Saturday  Night,”  a London 
correspondent  lays  his  finger  on  the  prin- 
cipal bone  of  contention  that  caused  the 
walkout  of  tlir  Yorkshire  coal  miners  at  a 
moment  when  the  crying  need  of  their  coun- 
try was  coal  and  more  coal.  He  finds,  as 
governing  bcxJict  have  also  found  m other 
instances  beyond  number,  that  the  dispute 
resolved  itself  around  the  human  element. 
Nationalization  of  the  mines  has  not  brought 
about  the  promised  by  its  sponsors. 

A change,  of  ownership  to  the  state  has  re- 
sulted simply  in  remote  control  directions; 
the  personal  touch  has  been  eliminated.  As 
a result  the  miners  have  grown  suspicious: 
they  resent  being  ordered  around  by  an  au- 
thority with  whom  they  have  no  visible 
liaison.  The  local  links  of  control  have  been 
^ broken. 

I Coal  mining  in  Great  Britain  is  an  old 
industry,  founded  upon^many  local  condi- 
tions. Different  mines  operate  in  different 
ways  In  theory,  it  would  seem  admirable 
that  all  mines  should  function  identically, 
and  this  IB  (he  ideal  of  the  co-called  planned 
economy  It  does  not  work  out  that  way  in 
practice.  Human  nature  objects  to  being 
standardized.  In  the  case  of  the  Yorkshire 
miners,  (hey  say  they  can  mine  the.  needed 
amount  of  coat  if  left  alone  to  do  it  in  their 
own  way.  National  blueprints,  however 
do  not  permit  of  deviations  Everything 
most  conform  to  the  central  plan.  Hence 
the  conflict  between  the  British  miners  and 
centralized,  long-distance  direction. 

Real  planning  would  of  necessity  t^ke  into 
consideration  the  idiosyncracirs  of  humart'^be 
haviour.  No  private  employer  would  expect 
to  get  maximum  results  if  he  did  nor  recog- 
nize that  these  depended  upon  human  beings, 
their  local  customs  and  their  feelings  about 
bow  they  work  Nationalization  does  not 
allow  for  individual  desires:  the  central 
plan  must  be  adhered  to  strictly.  Actually 
this  co-called  central  planning  is  a misnomer, 
since  u ignores  the  factor  upon  which  all 
prcxiuciion  schemes  rest — the  human  element. 
The  British  Government  are  apparently  find- 
ing this  out 

SlHiitlani  Time

One  more  Summer  has  passed,  and  once 
more  a national  vacuum  seems  to  have  <k- 
curred  on  this  issue  The  Dominion  Gov- 
ernment would  neither  say  yei  nor  no  to 
daylight  time.  Ottawa  left  it  to  the  nine 
provinces,  and  they  did  as  they  wished  about 
It  That  was  the  policy  *f  no-poltcy,  of 
negation  and  drift  It  settled  nothing 

When  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  lime  is  an 
important  element  in  daily  life,  crucial  with 
respect  to  transportation  by  air.  land  and 
water,  and  hardly  less  so  within  communi 
ties  themselves,  (he  absence  of  any  clear  cut 
national  policy  ts  the  more  surprising  Next 
year  the  Cabinet  at  Ottawa  should  be  pre- 
pared to  make  up  their  minds  on  the  subject 
one  way  or  the  other.
